$113,509,462 in 1928 to $68,280,803 in 1940.

place during an era w hen eco no mic co nditio ns 
w ere mo st sev ere. 
But there has been no no ticeable decline in the 
physical plants o f the scho o ls o f Nebraska, and 
no appreciable slackening o f m unicipal and co unty 
dev elo pm ents.
